New Cruisers and Harbor Defences. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—A bill was intro- 


duced in the House yesterday by M. Chip- 
man, of Michigan, authorizing the con- 
struction of one steel anno red submerged 
cruiser, armed with heavy rifled guns and 
pneumatic torpedo throwers. A speed of 
not less than twenty-two knots per hour is 
exacted, and the cruiser must be capable 
of being submerged not less than seven 
feet and six inches below the land-water 
line. Fuur million dollars are appro- 
priated for the cruiser, exclusive of arma- 
ment. 


Mr. Chipman also introduced a bill au- 


thorizing the construction of fortifications 
for New York, Boston, Charleston and San 
Fraucisf-o harbors. It provides for the 
construction of two submerged turreted 
torpedo forts, armed with two sixteen- 
inch rifled cannon, two pneumatic torpedo 
throwers and six loeumotive submerged 
torpedo gr.ns and with two ( able lines of 
torpediums f ljr the protection of New York 
Harbor, to be placed one on the shore 
line in three fathoms of water on the 
Sandy Hook side, and one on the opposite 
side, one mile i'lom the entrance of New 
York Harbor. It further provides that 
two .similar forts be ererted for the pro- 
tection of the following harbors: Boston, 
Mass., Charleston, H. C., and San Fran- 
cisco, Cal. The .sum of two million dol- 
lars for each port, eielusive of arma- 
ments, is appropriated for carrying out 
the provisions of the act.

OLD SPINNING WHEELS. 


OUR GRANDMOTHERS' 
METHOD OF 


PREPARING WOOL FOR LOOMS. 


ftllmttv Description of the Little Old Ma- 


chine \Vliicli lias lloen an Inspiration 
to 1'oets a.i.l Composers—"Things Ain't 
Jest nit Tlii-y Used to Be." 


Spinning—that is, home spinning—has 


just as rmiHi gone out of fashion in the 
New England and eastern states as sul- 
phur matches, and for just tho earae 
reason—there is no need of either now 
that something better has taken their 
place. 
Theru are, however, plenty of 


good wives who once on a time were 
learned practitioners in tho domestic 
arts of spinning and dyeing, and it is 
from the lips of one of these that I gath- 
ered tho following information, which I 
should imagine would be of interest to 
your western hearers: 


"The first thing, you see," said this 


good lady, "is to pick the wool. No, 
'taint eitlii r." sin- said, interrupting her- 
self; "the lirst thins is to wash and shear 
the -.beep, but as that's done now just as 
it always was. I don't need tell you any- 
thing about it. 
Vv'ben the wool was 


sheared and washed we used to take it 
and pull it all apart. Retting out all the 
tangles and In.ITS and dirt that was left. 
Wlien it \\ as all picked it liiul to bo 
greased, and to do this we put a plate 
with lard on it in Iront of us and a heap 
of the piekc d wool to tho left s,ul.'. 
Wo 


then rubbed a bit of lard on both palms, 
took up 11 Heck of wool and worked it 
between our hands until every bit was 
greased. 
\Vlientliere was enough wool 


greased the old man or one of the farm 
hands would take it right away to the 
carding mills." 
"When tho wool came bark from the 


carders it was in bundles about two feet 
Ion", and made up a number of tight 
pressed rolls the size of my little finger, 
each roll je.it the length of the bundle. 
When we want to use the wool we'd 
take the bundle, give it a shake, pick out 
a roll and then begin spinning. I don't 
know as ever you've seen a wheel, but ef 
you ain't ther's mine in the setting room 
and p'raps I can best explain how we 
worked it ef you'll come in there." 


A stout wooden horse with a sloping 


body formed the base of the machine. 
At either end was inserted an upright, 
tho one at the higher end stationary and 
supporting the wheel; that at the lower 
end movable and holding the "head," 
the vacant space between the two being 
used to hold the rolls just spoken of. The 
wheel was fully four feet in diameter, 
of oak, with rounded spokes springing 
from a solid hub, and joining a lyre 
two inches wide, hi which was sunk 
a grooTe to receive tho driving band. 
This — a stout cord — passed round « 
sharply grooved barrel in the "head' 
of 
two 
inches 
in 
diameter, 
anc 


gave to it, of course, an 
exceed- 


ingly rapid revolution, which was stil 
further added to by a second grooved 
wheel of four inches in diameter set on 
the same axis as the barrel driven by the 
main wheel. 
The band over tho seconc 


wheel encircled a still smaller one from 
which tho spindlo sprang. The spindle 
was of iron, three inches long and with 
a half thread at tho end; the bearings 
wero of plaited corn husks, and the 
whole was attached to a tapering wooden 
peg fitting into a socket drilled into tho 
seconder movable upright. By a woodei 
screen at its base the upright was worked

trust, that a single turn of the big whee 
would set tho spindle revolving at such i 
rate that it would actually bum, and i 
•was to the humming of such wheels tha 
the old housewives of lang syne spun the 
thread from <vhich stockings, carpets 
coverlets and blankets were afterwards 
made by their tireless hands. 


"Lemme see," said my delightful old 


informant, "if I can't find a speck of wool 
somewhere so as I can show you jest how 
we worked." Then she went out o.i the 
search and soon came back with what 
she called a "fleck." 
" 'Taint good wool," she said, "but I 


guess'twill do." 


Setting the wheel in motion with a 


light touch of her right hand, she held 
tho end of the wool to the spindle with 
the left. It caught at once, and walking 
quickly backward and slightly from the 
wheel, but always keeping within its 
easy reach, a twisted thread seemed to 
grow out from between her practiced 
finger and thumb, even throughout and 
fine enough, if not to sew at least to darn 
with. When the thread grew long the 
spinner rapidly advanced toward the 
spindle, carrying her hand near the 
wheel, a motion that instantly wound up 
the thread around it—the spindle. So 
the operation waj repeated, until in a 
very few minutes tne wool was ex- 
hausted. 


"My fingers ain't quite what they 


used to be," said the old lady, but I as- 
sured her—as was the fact—that I had 
never seen any one spin a better thread. 
The oldy lady smiled and went on: 


"When this spindle is full, you see, it 


has to be wound off, and that is done on 
the reel over yonder." 


The reel thus pointed out was a simple 


arrangement of two cross pieces of wood 
set so as to make four revolving arms, 
and furnished at every end with a long 


"The reel," said my informant, "is 


placed beside the spinning wheel jest 
under the spendle here, the band is 
thrown off, and by turning the reel the 
thread is wound off from the spendle. 
From the roel it was made up into skeins 
and laid away for use. We've still got 
the old loom out in the carriage house 
that my mother used to weave on, and I 
got so far on with it as to bo able to lay 
out a blanket. Then the mills wero built 
at the falls and the loom was laid away. 
\Ve still ust'il the wheel, however, for 
spinning tin pad for knitting with, and 
fust rati' tin cad it was, too."—Cor. San 
i'raucisjo '.'hroniclt'.

The present emperor is only 17 
years old. lie is the nephew of the lute 
emperor; for the first time in many 
years tlie direct male issue failed. 
For 


some years the practical eway was held 
by two women, the wife and sister of 
the late emperor. 
But recently one of 


thejn died, and the empress dowager was 
left in practical supremacy. 


She is never seen by foreigners. She 


(s a remarkable woman. She selects the 
emperor's wives, and has !>pgun by 
choosing as his first wife her favorite 
nic'cc. 
Tlie imperial clan occupies a 


place aliout a mile, square, walled in, in 
the middle of the city of IVkin. 


The high officials will not hold inter- 


course with foreigners. No diplomat 
has ever seen the empress dowager or the1 
emperor. 
Not even tlie great men of 


China can approach the throno without 
permission, and then they mu.=t he pros- 
trate. There is no such thing as popular 
education. The people have nothing to 
do with the government. 
The govern- 


ment is absolutely i.-^>lated, and holds no 
communication with the people. Ideas 
never reach the throne from tne people. 
The foreigners are confined to a very 
small part of the seaboard, except that 
missionaries are allowed to go to the in- 
terior. The foreign merchant does not 
deal with the Chinese merchant directly, 
but through servants. Improvements go 
on slowly. Vet in the interior may be 
found kerosene, cotton cloth, needle:, and 
matches. 


The Tai-ping rebellion had its origin 


with a di-appointed atudent. The an- 
tipathy of the rebels to foreigners led to 
the ei-tablishmerjt of the "ever victo- 
rious" armv, under the celebrated Capt. 
Ward, and"(he development of the hair 
brained Iiurgevins, whose ambition even 
soared to !u>t shipping the rebels and 
then t:t!:in'^ [M'^sessimi of the empire. 
The result was that after he had deserted 
to both sides several times the Chine.sO 
lost him one night while cros.singa river. 


Oen. Wilson cniotcd one of the me- 


morial; recently sent to the emperor by 
a high Chinese official, written, aciyird- 
ing to Chinece customs, on his de.'itlilicd, 
advocating the building of railroads, 
mining, the construction of ships, coast 
defenses and other progp'ssi e things. 
Thnt this and other similar memorials 
h.ivt reached the eyes of the emperor is 
known by the fact that many MIC h me- 
morial-, lime bfi'Ti printed in the Chinese 
official o •- r, whic.h*has !>een published 
aboui . .. t years, not daily, but r\ery 
now nnd then.
